Report on Nuclear Freeze Poll 


Last month, a poll was taken of the BSA 
membership to ascertain opinion on 
whether a stand in support of a mutual 
US-USSR nuclear weapons freeze was 
appropriate. 


There was substantial immediate 
response: to date 250 members are in 
favor and 4 are against a stand by the 
Society. 


Backed by such strong membership sup- 
port, Robert Kramer AIA, President, 
sent the following letter to the Boston 
congressional delegation in Washington, 
D.C.: 


The architectural community in Boston 
joins thousands of Americans in calling 
for a mutual US-USSR freeze on the 
testing, production and deployment of 
nuclear weapons. 


The Board of Directors has taken this 
action following a membership opinion 
survey showing an overwhelming 
response supporting this action. 


We will join with California/AIA and 
others at our National Convention in 
June to pass a resolution which seeks an 
immediate nuclear freeze and a leader- 
ship role for AIA in helping to bring this 
about. 


I urge your strong support in the Con- 
gress. 


At the convention, a resolution was pass- 
ed with overwhelming support, charging 
active involvement by the American 
Institute of Architects in achieving total 
nuclear disarmament.
